Proposed Zoning Ordinance Work \F\)NDS SOUGHT FOR

Nine men have devoted many 
hours for two years in prepar- 


ing the city’s proposed zoning 
ordinance and on February 28 
the public will be given the first 
opportunity to study details of 
the measure. 


The city planning commission | 
has defined details, . with Ed- | 
ward E. Gray, city attorney, 
putting into words terms of the 
proposed measure, Three pub- , 
lic hearings will be held. Pur- i 
pose of the hearings is to enable | 
individuals to become thorough- 
ly acquainted with the measure 
and either enter protests against 
certain features or to make con- 
structive criticism. 

The proposal seeks to define 
nine zones, specifying where 
there may be located certain 
types of residential structures, 
apartment houses, duplexes, in- 
dustrial enterprises, business 
projects and agricultural pur- 
suits. When adopted the meas- 
ure will serve as a protection to 
property owners, who may be 
assured that
